What Is Fallout ? ? ? 


(The following article is pre- 
pared by the Director of Civil De- 
fence for the Municipal District of 
Mountain View No. 49, Mr, William

FALLOUT — LIVESTOCK 
What Water And Feed Can I 
Give Livestock After Fallout? 

Caution: Do not allow your ani- 
mals to go without water and feed 
too long. It is better to keep them 
alive on contaminated water and 
feed than to let them die of thinst 
and hunger. 

Water and feed become contami- 
nated if they are exposed to fall. 
out. 

Water from a covered well, tank 
or cistern, or from a freely running 
spring should be safe. If possible, 
use water from a covered well. 

Pond water is less safe but, if 
necessary, it can be used ai few 
days after fallout has occurred. 

To prevent contamination from 
fallout, do not add water to tanks 
or cisterns, except water from a

not been exposed to fallout. If the 
particles settle on hay, silage, or a 
stack of feedbags, they will con- 
taminate only the outer portions. 
You can remove the outer layers 
Or bags, and use the inside feed 
that ts unaffected. Do not handle 
contaminated feed until told by the 
Civil Defence authorities that it is 
safe to do 50, and be sure to fol- 
low the precautions they may rec- 
ommend, 

Farmers will be notified if auth- 
orities measuring concentrations of 
fallout consider forage growing in 
Qn area to be harmful. 

You may have to give cows con- 
taminated feed if no other feed is 
available. Although the milk from 
these cows may not be usable for a 
brief period, once the cows are 
back on clean feed the amount of 
radioactive materials in their milk 
will progressively diminish. Civil 
Defence authorities will measure 
fallout in affected areas and warn 
farmers when milk is unsafe. 
What Can I Do With 
Contaminated Feed? 

You may be able to feed it to 
livestock eventually. Because of 
radioactive decay, even dangerously 
contaminated feed may be safe to 
use after a period of storage. How

Yes, since radioactive materials 
can accumlate in milk, which will 
be a very critical product during 
an emergency, you should make a 
special effort to protect cows from 
fallout.

You may not be able to do so for 
a day or two afterwards. Reduce

Course Outlined 


“Build Your ar Own Home” 

A series of articles have appeared 
in these columns lately in respect 
to veterans building their own 
homes with assistance under the 
Veterans’ Land Act. Mention has 
been made of Construction Cuurses 
for the veterans, to assist them to 
become their own contractors. 

House construction is somewhat 
like working with bees — the ex- 
perienced operator has little or no 
trouble, whereas the amateur might 
get badly stung. It is for this rea- 
son V.LA. provides construction 
courses, so the inexperienced vet- 
eran contractors can be trained to 


avoid any pitfalls or costly mis- 
takes, often encountered in the 
building trade. 


These courses do not attempt to 
train the veterans to be carpen- 
ters, joiners or cabinet makers, but 
rather to train them how to com- 


of the Director; 
a building permit, 
insurance on the house so that # 
is fully protected at all times, cov- 
erage for workmen under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. 
matters are all carefully gone imto 
and explained to the veterans as 
well as the terms of the contract 
and the method by which progress 
payments are made as the work 
proceeds. The veteran also has to 
sign a Collateral Agreement, which 
document contains all the condi- 
tions the veteran undertakes to ful- 
fil as a contractor, including the 
Signing of a mortgage in favour of 
C. M. H. C. upon completion of the 
contract. 

A competant Construction Sup- 
ervisor thoroughly explains the 
General Standards, Plans, Spec- 
ifications and C. M. H, C. Building 
Standards. The standards set the 
minimum standard that can be used 
in house construction in respect to 
the type and size of all material 
and equipment. To ensure the vet- 
evan contractors are familiar with 
these standards, the Supervisor 
goes through the book of stand- 
ards, the Supervisor goes through 
the book of standards, item by item, 
explaining the purpose and use of 
each item in its relation to the rest 
of the house. The same principle 
applies to a house as to a chain, 
which is no stronger than its weak- 
est link. A house is no better than 
its weakest meianber — it must have 
a good foundation, be well braced 
and have a _  solidy constructed 
frame. A good outside finish is of 
l.tule value unless the whole house 
is structurally sound. 

Veteran Contractors seldom are 
qualified to do all or any of the 
work of the sub-trades, such as 
plumbing, heating, plastering and 
electrical work and 60 it is usual to 
sub-let this type of work. During 
the course, the veterans are taught 
how to deal with sub-contractors, 
the best type of equipment to instal 
in compliance with C. M. H. C. 
Standards and how to buy wisely. 

Laying out of the grounds, the 
position of the house, the distance 
from sidelines of the property, con- 
necting up with the utilities and 
services and how to lay out the 
footings so the building is square 
with the lot: all these important 
items and many other detalls s0 
essential for good construction, are 
taught to the veterans. The suc- 
cessful contractor is one who is a 
good business manager, know how 
and where to buy his materials and 
hire competent labour, and can plan 
his work to good advantage. Know- 
ing all these things enables the vet- 
erans to build structurally sound 
homes at lower costs than obtain- 
able in the open market. It is an 
interesting course from beginning 
to end, profusely illustrated by 
colour slides, and runs from ten to 
twelve consecutive evenings of from 
two to three hours.
